CHOLERA IN NEW YORK.

Two More Casen Reported by the Health
HBonrd.
From the N. Y. Tribune to.day.

The cholera has again been reported from two
ditferent districts in the city, The first was the
caee of 0 woman named Bell, residing at No. 168
West Twentieth street, who was seied with the
disease last Thursday night, From a personal
examination of the untecedents of this case, Dr,
Harria reports that during the preceding day
ghe had greatly fatigued hesrsell by washing,
Two weeks previously she had bocome & mother,
and the cure she was compelled to bestow upon
her infant greatly increased her debility, and so
reduced her vital forces as to make her an essy
prey to the destroyer. Om Friday she suffered
all the phenomens of Asiatio cholern, namely,
painleas diarrhoea of albuminous fluids, muscular
CIamps, excessive prostration, and partial col-
lnpse, No ndiscretion in diet or personal babits
had operated to produce this atiack; and Dr,
Buchanan, who is s1id to be & good observer and
familiar with the disense, unhesitatingly pro-
nounced it trne Asiatic cholera, The patient
died on Baturday.

Following the nauseous smell of sulphate of
ammonia, Dr, Harris found at No. 160 West
Twentieth streot, three doors east, privies over-
flowing into the rear yard of a tenement house,
He theretore recommended a thorough Inspec-
tion and disiniectiou of every honse, within tve
squares, where pulrefaction 15 going on, or is
likely to occur before the cleansing iscompleted.,
He also ordered [or this purpose, nnd to be used
dn the nelghbornood, twenty barrels of Hime und
charconl, and 300 pounds of sulpbate of lron
(copperas), His walk through the distriet was
hasty, but he saw enough to warrant the opinion
that ten men under & faithiul seavenger would
be required in addition to the disinfectants
pamed ahove for the prosecution of the work.
This vigor on the part of the Health nuthorities,
if thelr orders are laithfully folfilled, will save a
number of lives. From the indications we have
had, it may be safely assorted that this grappliog
with the aisesse in 1t: inciprevcy, taking it by
the throat, as it were and stamping it out by
the unlimited use of prophylactics, iej the only
means by which an epldemic, during the coming
season, can be prevented.

CHOLERA IN HESTER SYREET.

§ The last case was authentically reported yes-
terday alternosn. A hard-working, steady man,
living m the dark, dump basement of a resar
tenement house, with an open privy used by the
entire population of the bailding, standlng
within nine feet of the only window and door of
hiz house, sickened with painless diarrhea,
muscular cramps, and collapse. The best of
medical altendance, promptly summoned, to-
gether with the patient's faultless babits, barely
saved his life. The orders of the Board of Health
were similar to those given in the eases that
accurred in Broome and Twentieth streets.

was spread In various places during the after-
noon.

We have been thus minute in reporting these
cases of cholera, not to create alarm, buat to
arouge the sttentlon of our citizens to the abso-
lut necessity tor cleanliness, both in their per-
gons and premises. In all ol these cases the
ennses of the disease have becn mvestigated
thoreughly, and in every one the predisposing
causes have been found in the nnwholesome
and msalubrious sirroundings of the patients,
We do not attempt to generalize from so small
a group of facts; but they should have their full
weight, and when added to the deductions
drawn from every lormer appearance of the
epidemie in this city, where it 15 well known to
Muve visited with 1ts greatest scourgings the
most tilthy and ecrowded districts, they seem
suflicient (o serve as a warning to every indi-
vidual citizen to beware of impure air, crowded
apartments, and personal uncleanliness. Wher-
ever putrefaction of either animal or vegetable
matter is goinggon, there is a danger which ean
only be avoided by removing and arresting the
causes, The directions we have given above
will serve this purpose, and the disinfectants
we have named ure the best now known to the
asuthoritles, TLet them be uvosparingly n=ed
whenever there ls a disagreeable or nauseous
odor.

Paidon of a Baltimore Rebel—Discharge
from Cuastody Under an Indictment.
Philip Cashmyer, formerly of this city, who,
during several years of the Jate Rebellion, held
ftion as & detective of the Richmond Police

of April (1861) riot. Dench warrants were issued
at ench succeediog term of the Court for his
arrest, and each waa retorned non ésf, The cuse,
with others, was remitted to the Circult Court
of the United Btates, and on the 30th of June,
1864, the fifth warrant was ssued by direction
of Chief Justice Chase. This warrant, on his
appearing vesterday, was retarned cepi, He ex.
hibited to District "Atterney Jones and to Julge
Giles a pardon by the Present, & copy ol which,
88 also the oalh he took in Court, 13 subjoined,
The Court, dlter conslderation of the papers,
piesed an order that Cashmyer, haying complied
with the conditions mentioned in sald pardon,
which was exuibited, be discharged from cus-
tody and prosecution under the indictment.
Atter paying the costs as required in the pardon,
Cashmyer left the court-room. This it is stated,
is the fByst case of such n proceeding under the
decision of Chiel Justice Chase, the party frst
pleading guilty to the indletment, and then
